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EDITORIAL. 


S the May Keystone is being delivered to Southern 

clubwomen in their homes, their representatives will 

be journeying to the Cincinnati Biennial to take their 
places in the councils of the clubwomen of America. These 
representatives of the earnest, capable womanhood of the 
South have great opportunities for service and a great 
responsibility to discharge. They take with them the 
reports of the splendid achievements of their fellow workers 
for civics, education, philanthropy, and literature; but they 
also, in their persons,and by their deportment, character and 
manners express types of an old and established civilization 
which have given to American life brave, honest, courtly, 
highminded men and courteous, modest, unselfish and truth- 
speaking women. These ideals of manhood and womian- 
hood are the most cherished possessions of the South, and 
have been woven into its life and written upon the pages 
of its history. These ideals Southern women are taking 
to the Biennial, and these ideals will make themselves felt 
in the future development of the club movement in America. 


HE study of social problems is one of the most popular 
topics for programs in women’s clubs today. A review 
of any of the year books of representative women’s 

clubs for 1910 will show a marked tendency in this direc- 
tion; a tendency which is really the literary expression of 
the more practical activities of the civic clubs of the day. 
Fach decade finds woman giving more and more attention 
to the question of social economics; changed domestic con- 
ditions, higher education, the call for a wider sympathy 
throughout the world, all draw her attention thither, and 
with the eating of the fruit of this tree of knowledge she is 
awakening to a wider sense of personal responsibility. With 
the consideration of such topics naturally comes the desire 
for better equipment in handling them, and clubwomen, as 
well as social workers, will learn with satisfaction that a 
summer school of ethics under the auspices of the American 
Ethical Union will be held at Madison, Wisconsin, June 
27th to August 5th, with Dr. Felix Adler, Mrs. Anna Gar- 
land Spencer, and Dr. Seligman, of Columbia, in charge. 
Lectures on the principles of moral education, treating the 
problems which confront parents, teachers and social work- 
ers; the Ethics of the Great Poets; Social Service in con- 
nection with charity, corrections, reforms and constructive 
social work; lectures on the history of the Ethical Move- 
ment; on the ethical values in literature; on moral educa- 
tion in France; on moral instruction for the adult; on festi- 
vals and their social value, and on the ethics of the four 
great religions, constitute some of the possibilities of this six 
weeks’ course. 

This is the third annual session of this school of ethics, 
and under the shadow of the University of Wisconsin, “the 
most democratic university in the world,” and one which is 
leading in social research, mothers, teachers, clubwomen, 
social workers, diléttante thinkers, all may hear discussed 
“moral education for the child,” one of the aims of the edu-

~ cational work of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 


and “ethical guidance,” the watchword of its civic endeav- 
ors, two great fundamental principles of civilization. 
Methods of charity, of beneficence, of training the young, 
the weak and the erring are changing with the developments 
and the needs of a new century, but the deep abiding love 
of men and women for their fellows, that heart throb of 
the race, that imperative, divine “call of the blood” to be of 
service rings down through all time and finds the 20th cen- 
tury man and woman ready to respond, eager to serve. 
How this service shall be used is the question of the hour. 
The necessity for training in all lines of work is one of the 
cardinal requirements of modern life, and with this special 
training is coming a wiser and saner use of the vast stores 
of charity, kindness and good will ready for distribution 
throughout the world. These eager workers, properly 
informed, bring the same loving, sympathetic hearts to their 
work as did their predecessors, but, by this special training, 
they are uniting to their love and sympathy a power of 
selection, a knowledge of cause and effect which will lift up 
weak humanity and set it on its feet equipped, not only to 
help itself, but in turn to pass on some service to the race. 


FLAG is the symbol of a nation, party, or State, and 

as such deserves recognition and consideration. At 

the last session of the South Carolina legislature an 
act was passed requiring that the State House. every court- 
house, one building of the State University and of each State 
college, and every public school in South Carolina should 
display daily a State flag; that these flags shall be provided 
from the funds used for maintenance of the institutions, and 
that it shall be the duty of Clemson College in its textile 
department to manufacture and sell at approximate cost 
flags of suitable size and correct design, and that any one 
mutilating the flag when thus displayed shall be punished by 
fine or imprisonment. It is surprising to know how many 
citizens of great States are utterly ignorant of the designs 
of their respective State flags. Women’s organizations have 
had their attention turned to this matter, and four vears 
ago the Confederated Southern Memorial Associations had 
as one of their topics for investigation and discussion the 
designs of the flags of the different Southern States; The 


United Daughters of the Confederacy, for the past three 


years, in their general conventions, have had their roll call 
of States answered by the presentation of the State flag as 
each State’s name was called, and now we note that at the 
forthcoming Biennial of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in Cincinnati, the Program Committee has requested 
each State president to bring with her for display on State 
president’s night, the flag of her State. Symbols are 
needed in church and in state to lead men’s minds to great 
ideals; without some sign or symbol the average mind finds 
it difficult to grasp a great idea and to honor and revere it 
so as to keep it as an ideal in life. ‘The memory of genera- 
tions of martial ancestors, and of heroic deeds and awful 
sacrifices, the history of a great race, flood the mind with a 
torrent of emotions at the sight of a stand of colors—that 
symbol of loyalty, patriotism and courage which civilization 
can use in developing civic pride and civic virtue. And 
women’s organizations are grasping the civic possibilities in 
the use of flags.

HE twelfth annual convention of the South Carolina 
Federation was held in Charleston, April 5-8. All ses- 
sions were held in the spacious German Artillery Hall, 

which was decorated with palms and flags, the South Caro- 
lina flag predominating. The delegates arrived during 
Tuesday afternoon and evening, and the Board of Directors 
and Credentials Committee were in session Wednesday 
morning before the convention opened. The invocation 
was made by Rev. John Kershaw, and addresses of welcome 
by Mayor R. G. Rhett, Mr. T. R. Waring, of the Evening 
Post, and Mrs. J. M. Visanska, president of the Charleston 
City Federation. Mr. Waring made a stirring appeal to 
the Mayor on the platform for recognition of women on 
municipal commissions in charge of dependent women and 
children, school boards, almshouse, hospitals, orphan houses, 
etc. Mrs. Wilbur K. Sligh, Newberry, an ex-State Presi- 
dent, made an appreciative response. Greetings were 
extended by Mrs. Bratton, State Regent D. A. R., Mrs. 
Kohn, President S. C. Division, U. D. C., Miss Casler, Sec- 
retary for Virginia and the Carolinas Y. W. C. A., Mrs. 
May Wright Sewall, Honorary President of the Interna- 
tional Council of Women, Mrs. Reilley, the President of the 
North Carolina Federation, and Miss Louisa Poppenheim, 
Director of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, who 
made a plea for a more vital interest in the General Federa- 
tion. Mrs. Gibbon, Chairman of the Credential Comunittee, 


reported 5 officers, 6 chairmen, 81 delegates, 15 alternates. 


and 7 guests present, making a total of 114, with a voting 
strength of 92, the largest convention in the history of the 
Federation. ‘The treasurer, Mrs. Levi, reported that she 
had received $178.48 and expended $142.62, leaving a bal- 
ance of $35.81. The corresponding secretary, Mrs. Bell, 
reported resignation of 4 clubs: Runymede Club, Anderson; 
19th Century, Blacksburg; Civic Association, Greenville ; 
Franklin Circle, Lancaster; and the admission of 8 new 
clubs, as follows: Research Club, Florence; Council of Jew- 
ish Women, Charleston; Review Book Club, Afterncon 
Music Club, and Current Literature Club, Columbia; Civic 
League, Abbeville; Civic League, Marion; Civic Leaque, 
Port Royal. The Civic department, through its chairman, 
Mrs. A. F. McKissick, made a plea for protection of forests, 
and through its sub-committe on Health, Mrs. Beall, chair- 
man, urged continued work in prevention of tuberculosis, 
and mentioned the campaign carried on in Charleston, 
Columbia, and Greenville under the direction of Mr. Rout- 
zahn. At the recommendation of the president, Mrs. Bur- 
ney, this sub-committee on Health was made a separate 


department. The convention allow the department to push 
the question of a State stamp on condition that it brings no 
expense to the State Federation; also to draw up a bill 
appealing to the State legislature for aid in carrying on a 
Health campaign, but this bill must be presented to the 
Executive Committee of State Federation for approval 
before going before the General Assembly. At this session 
Dr. Jno. L. Dawson, Charleston, made an able and valuable 
address on “Preventive Medicine.” In the absence of Mrs. 
Seibels, chairman sub-committee on [Vaterways, Mrs. Bar- 
ton Miller, Vice-President for S. C. Woman’s National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress, made a plea for improving 
conditions of waterways in South Carolina through influ- 
ence with legislators and business men. The chairman of 
Domestic Science, Mrs. Grimball, urged formation of Do- 
mestic Science clubs, commented on the splendid work of 
Memminger School (Charleston) domestic science depart- 
ment, and presented a printed suggestive program for distri- 
bution among clubs. Discussion brought out the fact that 
many purely literary clubs set aside one day on regular pro- 
gramme for this study, and there is a great interest felt by 
all clubs, while there is only one club in Federation which 
gives up entire year to study. Dr. Rosa Gantt, Spartan- 
burg, gave an address on Household Pests; rats, mosquitoes, 
flies, roaches, etc., showing a danger to which all housekeep- 
ers are subject. The Kindergarten department, Miss Horl- 
beck, chairman, recommended continued work in behalf of 
the Kindergarten Bill, and presented a pape: on Value of 
Kindergarten by Miss Whitney, a trained kindergartner 
from Danville, Va. The convention decided to combine this 
department with that of Education. In the absence of 
Miss Wickliffe, chairman of Art and Handicraft her report 
was read by Mrs. Booth, a member of committee. She 
made a plea for lantern slides and a traveling stereopticon 
for use of clubs in small communities; this suggestion was 
referred to new chairman of Art, provided the Art Commit- 
tee bears the expense of carrying out this plan. The brary 
department, through Mrs. L. D. Childs, chairman, asked for 
all the Federation libraries to be sent to Columbia for over- 
hauling and repairing. Mrs. Childs reported only 13 libra- 
ries in her possession, although she had appealed to clubs, 
and several years ago 100 libraries were reported. The 
convention authorized the Library department to again pre- 
sent a bill to Federation for a free traveling library commis- 
sion. Mrs. Parler, chairman Civil Service Reform Com- 
mittee, had received only 10 answers to the letters sent out 
by her committee, but these showed active work in inspec- 
tion of almshouses, jails, etc. A plea was made for a Juve- 
nile Court by Mr. Walter B. Wilbur, president Juvenile Pro- 
tective League, Charleston, and the convention unanimously 
endorsed the establishment of such a court. The Beaufort 
Civic League presented a resolution recommending to the 
General Assmbly the creation of a State Board of Charities, 
and that one member of this board be a woman. This res- 
olution was unanimously adopted. The Committee on the 
Industrial School, through Mrs. McKissick, reported 
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$1,112.31 in bank and advised holding this fund for another 
year before erecting memorial. With a new club at Flor- 
ence, the Federation hopes to keep in closer touch with con- 
ditions at the school. In the absence of the chairman of 
Education, Miss Dargan, her report was read by Mrs. Levi, 
a member of the committee, stressing the need for continued 
work for compulsory education and explaining the G. F. 
W. C. English Scholarship. The convention immediately 
made up South Carolina’s pledged $100, so that she will be 
properly reported at. the Biennial. Miss Louisa Poppen- 
heim suggested that the South Carolina Federation maintain 
a scholar at the State Normal College as well as take charge 
of those scholarships of free tuition now already in the 
possession of the Federation. Upon motion of Miss Mary 
Poppenheim, the convention decided to raise the living 
expenses of a girl at Winthrop College for the coming year, 
and in eight minutes pledges were made from the floor 
amounting to $107, and a full scholarship at Winthrop 
was thus established. ‘The Custodian of the Badges, Mrs. 
Gibbon, reported that the badges were being sold grad. 
ually, but there were a number still on hand. Mrs. Visan- 
ska then announced that the Charleston City Federation 
would assume the financial responsibility and relieve the 
State Federation of all badges. Mrs. Gibbon still has these 
extra badges in hand and can supply all orders. The Lit- 
erature and Reciprocity Committee, through its chairman, 
Miss Louisa Poppenheim, reported the receipt of 34 year 
books and 22 papers, making a total of 276 year books and 
programmes and 136 papers now in Keystone Bureau tor 
exchange among clubs. She had sent out 140 marked cop- 
ies of The Keystone and answered 69 appeals for informa- 
tion with 138 year books and programmes. ‘Twenty-two 
clubs co-operated with this department by filing year books, 
sending papers, and observing Reciprocity Day. Mrs. Gib- 
bon, a member of the committee, had arranged a card cata- 
logue of the material in the bureau and showed the cards 
and envelopes to convention. A plea was made for the con- 
tinuance of Reciprocity Day and for more clubs to send 
year books and programmes to the bureau. The only even- 
ing session was the Fine Arts session on Wednesday night, 
in charge of the chairman of Literature and Reciprocity, 
Miss Louisa Poppenheim, and the chairman of Music, Mrs. 
Cora Ligon. The session opened with an able and inter- 
esting address by Mrs. Reilley, president of the North Car- 
olina Federation, on “The Evolution of the Home.’ The 
literary part of programme was the result of the State liter- 
ary contest. Miss Poppenheim, in a brief report, made a 
plea for pure literature and showed the value of the purely 
literary club. She stated that this was the third State liter- 
ary session and that 22 papers had been received this year, 
as against only 9 last year, showing a marked increase in this 
department. The papers showed better choice of subject 
and more originality in treatment. The successful papers 
were: “Plantation Melodies,” by Mrs. Cruikshanks, Thurs- 
day Afternoon Club, Greenville, read by Mrs. Russell in 
the absence of its author, and “The Status of the American 
Drama,’ by Miss Carrie Jackson, The Century Club, 
Charleston, read by Miss Jackson. Mrs. Ligon made a plea 
for better music,and presented a soprana solo from Lucresio 


Borgia, by Mrs. H. J. Harby, The Culture Club, Sumter, 
and a part song, Your Voice, by Miss Nathans, Music Club, 
Charleston. The program was well balanced and made a 
short evening, everybody pronouncing this the most satisfac- 
tory of all Literary sessions. The convention decided to 
allow two hours for this Fine Arts session next year. giving 
each chairman one hour instead of two selections. The 
dominant note of the convention was a vital interest in Edu- 
cation and a desire to help the various departments. Club 
reports showed great activity in Civics and Reciprocity and 
a dependence on the columns of The Keystone. The annual 
dues were raised to $3.50 per club, and City Federations 
were placed on the same basis with individual clubs. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: President, Mrs. J. M. Visanska, 
Charleston; 1st Vice-President, Mrs. E. F. Bell, Blacksburg ; 
2d Vice-President, Mrs. J. S. Booth, Chester; Recording 
Secretary, Mrs. T. H. Coker, Hartsville; Correspond- 
ing Secretary, Mrs. John Russell, Greenville; Treasurer, 
Mrs. F. B. Gary, Abbeville; Auditor, Mrs. Alex. Long, Rock 
Hill. At the meeting of the new board of directors the 
following new chairmen of departments were elected: Arts 
and Handicrafts, Miss Jane Waterhouse, Beaufort ; Domes- 
tic Science, Mrs. L. 'T. Nichols, Chester; Education, Mrs. 
C. EK. Graham, Greenville; Civics and Forestry, Mrs. A. F. 
McKissick, Greenwood ; Health, Mrs. H. W. Beall, Sumter; 
Library Extension, Mrs. L. D. Childs, Columbia; Literature 
and Reciprocity, Miss Louisa B. Poppenheim, Charleston; 
Music, Mrs. Cora $. Ligon, Anderson. Columbia clubs, 
through Mrs. Burney, extended an invitation for the Feder- 
ation to meet with them next year, which was heartily 
accepted. The S. C. Federation is in able hands under the 
leadership of Mrs. J. M. Visanska, who has given faithful 
service in club work, both as a State and City Federation 
officer. Mrs. Kugene Reilley, the guest of honor for the 
Charleston convention, by her apt remarks, her tactful man- 
ner and experience in club work, added materially to the 
interest of the convention, and brought the women of the 
two Carolinas in closer touch with one another. The busi- 
ness sessions lasted from 10 A. M. to 1:30 P. M., and from 
2:30 to 5:30 P.M. on Wednesday and Thursday ; both days 
the City Federation served lunches in the banquet hall on 
the floor below the convention hall. © Many Charleston elub- 
women and visiting clubwomen availed themselves of the 
privileges of these lunches; on Wednesday 150 guests were 
seated, and on Thursday, 175. Wednesday afternoon the 
Rebecca Motte Chapter, D. A. R., gave a most enjoyable 
reception in their chapter room in the Gibbes Art Building, 
and the Carolina .\rt \ssociation extended the courtesies ot 
their spring exhibit to the delegates, adding greatly to the 
afternoon’s entertainment. On Thursday afternoon the 
Charleston Chapter, U. D. C., gave a beautiful reception in 
their chapter room, old Market Hall, and all delegates were 
most enthusiastic over the historic flags and relics and 
unbounded hospitality from these sister organizations. 
Thursday night the City Federation gave a reception at the 
Commercial Club, which proved a most brilliant success. 
The officers of the City Federation, the retiring and incom- 
ing State officers, with Mrs. Reilley, formed the reception 
line. Every delegate and every Charleston clubwoman was 
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allowed the privilege of an escort, thus assembling over 800 
people at this reception. All of the clubs in the City Feder- 
ation were represented on the various committees, fully 50 
members being on duty, the whole second floor of Commer- 
cial Club, with piazza beautifully decorated, were open for 
the guests; Metz Orchestra played classical selections during 
the evening and punch, ices and cakes were served by club- 
women. The trip to Magnolia Gardens was a most fitting 
finish to a most successful convention. The City Federa- 
tion chartered a car and secured a special permit to run this 
car to the famous gardens, and took a party of 230 at 10 
o'clock Friday morning. ‘The, gardens were in their prime, 
the trip going and coming an opportunity for discussion of 
new plans for the Federation, and for the delegates to get 
acquainted. An hour was spent in the gardens, little parties 
roaming around at will; a lunch was served on the train just 
before leaving the gardens, and thus closed the social fea- 
tures of the Charleston convention. The older workers in 
comparing the Charleston convention of 1900 with that of 
1910, realized with a feeling of encouragement and pride 
that the South Carolina Federation of Women’s Clubs had 
at last become a great and useful factar in the life of the 
people of South Carolina. LB. P.

HE program of the Eighth Annual Convention of the 
North Carolina Federation of Women’s Clubs, to be 
held in Henderson, May 3d to 6th, is given below :

THE ANNUAL MEETING of the Shakespeare Club (Ox- 
ford) was held in March, when officers were elected for the 
ensuing year. The club decided upon several of Sheridan’s 
plays and Rostand’s “Chanticleer” for summer reading. 

THE WoMAN’s Club of Raleigh showed gratifying reports 
at its annual meeting on April 7, showing the largest paid- 
up membership in its history, and $700 paid on the club 
building debt. The past year has been one of great interest. 
The Household Economy Department is giving a series of 
luncheons, the proceeds of which will be used in liquidating 
the club debt. 

THE MOsT noteworthy efforts of the Woman’s Club of 
Charlotte have been directed to establishing a Home and 
School Association by the Department of Education. The 
year’s study has been devoted to the local schools and prob- 
lems of improvement. Joint meetings of teachers, moth- 
ers, fathers, and clubwomen are being held monthly, with 
helpful informal talks and discussions, followed by social 
sessions with music and light refreshments. The Civic and 
Household Economics Departments have both allied them- 
selves with the Anti-Tuberculosis Society. The Civic De- 
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partment has carried on the anti-spitting crusade, using the 
following methods: Numbers of large and small cards, set- 
ting forth the evils of spitting and pleading for a cleaner 
city, were printed. The large ones are posted in and about 
buildings and placed where offenses are frequent, street cars, 
elevators, courthouse, city hall, telegraph offices, ‘phone 
booths, stations—anywhere an idle or waiting person 
might read. The car company and police officers have 
agreed to distribute the small cards to offenders. The sec- 
ond offense to meet with arrest. Slides have also been fur- 
nished the moving picture shows, and one or two nights in 
the week the doctrines are flashed upon the spectators. The 
Civic Department is also instituting a prize competition tor 
the best cultivated flower garden on the car lines. The idea 
is to make more attractive the views from the cars. Last 
year the club raised $520 for the library by Tag Day and a 
lecture. The Tag Day is to be repeated April 30. 

THE NortH CAROLINA Sorosis (Wilmington) according 
to their plans, gave an elaborate silver tea in the parlors of 
the Orton Hotel. The contributions amounted to a consider- 
able sum, which will be used for the civic improvement 
work shortly to be undertaken by the club. In line with this 
work the club has voted to give a cash prize of ten dollars to 
the person or persons living upon any one block having 
the prettiest plaza, the money to be expended in further 
beautifying the plat. The judges will make their decision 
in June when the flowers are in their full beauty. The civic 
work of the club is reported regularly each week in the local 
newspaper. 

THE REVIEWERS CLuB, t,h,e oldest literary club in 
Greensboro, has recently sustained a severe loss in the death 
of their capable and beloved president, Mrs. Ada G. Hunter, 
who was one of its founders.

HE Woman’s Club of Palatka has just been having a 
most enjoyable and instructive course of Home Eco- 
nomics lectures, and demonstrations, by Mrs. Agnes 

Harris, dean of this department in the Woman’s College, 


‘Tallahassee ; with the result that a Home Economics depart- 


ment has since been formed in the club, and plans made for 
a weekly study of this subject. The club has been active in 
civic matters this winter, and has secured a lease from the 
A. C. L. R. R. of a most unsightly lot, in the center of the 
city, and is making plans to beautify it. The local press, 
in an article on this undertaking, said: “The Woman’s Club 
of Palatka is entitled to a rising vote of:thanks from the 
people of Palatka, and if the News mistakes not, will get it.”

At Christmas time 
the club sold $45.89 of Red Cross tuberculosis stamps. 
Fortnightly English Literature classes are conducted by 
Rev. Win. Wiley, for members interested, and on one of the. 
regular club meetings, he delivered a lecture upon Scotland. 
Mr. Wiley being Scotch, making it doubly interesting. The 
club is taking steps to become incorporated, preparatory to 
buying a building lot. 


Tuk GREEN. Cove Springs Village Improvement Associa- 
tion has held eleven regular meetings and one call meeting 
during the past year. The library has been opened 100 
days, books recatalogued, and 46 new volumes added, among 
which is a set of Stoddard’s Lectures, and Draper's Self 
Culture. We also subscribe to the Review of Reviews and 
the American Magazine. On May 28th we purchased the 
lot adjoining ours; we have had the building on this lot 
thoroughly cleaned and repaired, converting the once objec- 
tionable barn into a cosy little hall to be used for V. I. A.

A. hall the day before Thanksgiving, a committee of young 
ladies from the high school assisting, and a neat sum was 
realized which added to both the high school piano fund 
and the V. I. .\. playground fund.

Your INpustTRIAL AND CHILD Lasor Committee has had 
an interesting part in a Congressional Hearing before Sub- 
committe No. 4 of the Committee on Labor at Washington. 
This hearing occurred on March 8th and was resumed 
March 23d. There were present, of course, labor repre- 
sentatives, manufacturers and also a member of the National 
Child Labor Committee, and for the first time at a hearing 
on such legislation, representatives of woman’s organiza- 
tions. Co-operating with your chairman were Mrs. John 
Hays Hammond, Mrs. Samuel Spencer, of the Woman's 
Department National Civic Federation; Mrs. J) Ellen Fos- 
ter, Chairman of the Child Labor Committee, Daughters of 
the American Revolution; Miss Mary Wood and Mrs. Eva 
Valesh of the National Committee on Prison Labor; Mrs. 
Daniel Miller, Vice-President of the Maryland Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, and Dr. Laura Pollock, of the Johns 
Hopkins University, Industrial Chairman for Maryland, 
also took part in the hearings—coming over from Baltimore 
for that purpose. Dr. Pollock made an especially strong 
plea against the contract system as regards the manner in 
which it fixes the task expected and which is impossible for 
the girls to meet, and also lowers the wages for the tasks. 
It was clearly shown that thousands and thousands of 
women are affected in the work and in their wages by the 
evils of a system which has grown and strengthened so 
rapidly as to have now become a menace to manufacturing 
interests outside of prisons and to all free workers. While 
men in the free world are affected by this competition, it 
falls heaviest upon women, for the reason that such indus- 
tries as make shirts, overalls and certain lines of undercloth- 
ing are exclusively woman’s work outside of prisons. They 
also are the easiest and cheapest lines of work for prisoners 
to do, and therefore the contractors prefer them. It is also 
a terrible hardship to men prisoners to put them into these 
lines of work, for they become skillful in them, but can find 
no opportunity to use their skill at the expiration of their 
term. ‘The contract system in these lines also has its bear- 
ing upon the question of child labor, for when prison compe- 
tition drives women out of work, or lowers her wages, then 
the other members of the family, no matter how young, are 
forced into the field of industry to try to bring in enough to 
maintain the home. House Bill 12,000 is of such a nature 
as to eliminate the serious evils attendant upon this system, 
which has grown to such proportions. It will enable good 
laws in States to become operative, and it will tend toward 
uniform legislation on the subject in the different States: 
which is most desirable. ‘The women present at these hear- 
ings were desirous that the prisoners should be so employed 
as to fit them for earning an honest livelihood at the expira- 
tion of their term of imprisonment and also that they should 
receive a proper compensation for their labors. Construct- 


ive legislation should go far in solving this difficult problem 
when it can be brought about in the different States. Your 
chairman is therefore most anxious to secure the passage of 
this Bill, which will put all the States on an equal plane and 
which also seems to be constitutional and does not interfere 
with those State Rights of which we are sometimes so much 
afraid.

THE CHAIRMAN of. Food Sanitation Committee, Mrs. 
Amidon, makes a plea for sanitary grocery stores, and 
gives a description of a standard sanitary store. Fruit and 
vegetables to be eaten in the raw condition should not be 
exposed to the contaminating influence of dust or flies; fruit 
and vegetables should not be exposed upon the sidewalks 
unprotected, nor placed upon the sidewalk to be polluted by 
dust and dirt or passing dogs. In the delivering of food 
products the grocery wagon should be so covered as to pro- 
tect the food from the flies and street dirt. This is largely a 
matter of education, and ina few years the public will won- 
der why they ever permitted the unsanitary conditions which 
have prevailed in some grocery stores, meat markets, baking 
shops, etc. 

It WILL, Not BE long before many of us will meet in Cin- 
cinnati. Art headquarters will be in Music Hall, close by 
the big Auditorium, and open every day. Here we shall 
have informal conferences and exhibitions, art programms 
and helpful literature for distribution. Here the State .\rt 
Chairmen will help and consult each other. Members of 
the General Federation Art Committee will be present every 
afternoon except on May 12th. On that day, our first ofh- 
cial conference will be held, as announced, at the Art .\cad- 
emy, followed by a reception at the Art Museum. On the 
morning of the same day, Henry Turner Bailey, of Boston, 
will speak in Music Hall for the Art Committee on “Prac- 
tical Art Work for \Vomen’s Clubs,” illustrating his remarks 
by free-hand drawings. Goodbye, dear friends. Don’t for- 
get the second edition of Handbook and the items you are 
all intending to give me from your home towns. All 
through the summer months let us live with our eyes open to 
beauty, with our hearts set on organized art effort.

Each member was called upon and gave a brief 
sketch of some noted North Carolinian; many honored 
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names were mentioned, among them Maj. Thomas Emry, 
Weldon, the beloved Vance, Gen. Bryan Grimes, Gen. 
Junius Daniel, Gen. M. W. Ransom, and Col. Harry 
Burgwyn. 

A Report FROM THE Z. B. VANCE CHAPTER, Lenoir, 
was too late for the last Keystone, so 1t must have a place 
here. This chapter has recently given an order for a 
monument to be placed in the public square. The shaft 
will be 35 feet high, with suitable inscriptions. It 1s hoped 
that, later, some bronze statues of Confederate soldiers may 
be placed on each side of the monument. The chapter is 
making a study of the officers of the Confederate army from 
North Carolina. 

Mrs. Gorpon FINGER, State Chairman of Children’s 
Auxiliaries, sent me an interesting letter containing sugges- 
tions for an appropriate observance of Memorial Day by 
the children, which I hope to be able to put before our 
chapter.. Mrs. Finger also sends me a clipping giving an 
account of recent work being done by the Stonewall Jackson 
Chapter, of Charlotte, in placing a marker on East Trade 
street to designate the spot where stood the Charlotte navy 
yard of the Confederacy, when, fearing for Norfolk, the 
Confederate authorities evacuated the navy yard there and 
moved as much as possible to Charlotte. The marker is 
of iron, shield shaped, and surrounded by a sea cable and 
mounted upon anchors, with the words: “Confedeate States 
Navy Yard, Charlotte, North Carolina, 1862-1865." This 
marker will be mounted on June 3d, on the Seaboard freight 
depot, permission to this effect having been secured by the 
chapter. A paper on the history of this navy yard was read 
at the meeting in April by Mrs. Jane R. Wilkes, who had 
collected reminiscences and authentic information on ‘he 
subject. Here Charlotte church bells were converted into 
euns, and coke ovens, foundries and machine shops were 
erected. The commandant was Capt. H. A. Ramsay, now 
of Baltimore, and Captain Spottswood and Captain R. L. 
Page were among the officers stationed there. The site was 
where the Seaboard freight depot now stands, and there 
were manufactured gun carriages and other munitions of 
war such as the Confederate government stood in need of. 
These supplies were shipped to Richmond, Norfolk, Wil- 


mington, Savannah, Charleston, Mobile and other Southern 


ports, and went into the construction not only of warships, 
but blockade runners as well. This navy yard, strange to 
say, continued in operation until the close of the war. This 
is an extremely interesting fact in the history of the Con- 
federacy, and not generally known. 

A CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION was filed recently in 
the office of the Secretary of State by the Daughters of the 
Confederacy (Ransom Camp) (?) of Lee county, “to com- 
memorate all matters and things of historical interest to the 
late Confederacy.” There is no capital stock. The charter 
members are Mrs. T. M. Cross, Miss Elizabeth Avent. Miss 
Elva Bryan, Mrs. R. Bryan. 

THE MOVEMENT OF THE SAMPSON CouNtTy DAUGHTERS 
of the Confederacy for a Confederate monument was given 
a handsome impetus by a local talent play, which was much 
enjoyed. The opera house was well filled. Refreshments 
were served to the performers after the play. 


THE Votine Contest, which has been going on in Pitts- 
boro for three weeks, closed Monday night, and the nice 
sum of $75.60 was reported, clear of all expenses, and is to 
be used by the Winnie Davis Chapter, U. D. C., for the 
relief and comfort of the needy veterans of Chatham 
county. 

A MUCH APPRECIATED GIFT from the Dunn Chapter, 
Daughters of the Confederacy, has been received at the 
Soldiers’ Home. Six dollars was sent to be used in paying 
for linen and other needs in the hospital. Other similar 
vifts have been received at the Home from the Dunn 
Chapter Veterans. 

Very few of the chapters have sent anything for the 
monthly report to Zhe Keystone.

Mrs. Nelms, one of 
the few women who has the honor of having attended every 
convention in Virginia, and whose faithful services in con- 
nection with the U. D. C. Building at Jamestown will long 
be remembered, is one of the most successful organizers in 
the State. She has already sent a letter to every chapter 
not represented at the Lexington Convention last vear 
asking why, and urging them to send delegates to Suffolk 
this year. One of the cherished aims of the third vice- 
president is to have a chapter in every county of the State. 
The following counties have never had a chapter: Bath, 
Buchanan, Craig, Dickinson, Greene, Grayson, Goochland, 
Highland, Hanover, King and Queen, King George, Lan- 
caster, Lee. Mecklenburg, Nottoway, Northumberland, New 
Kent, Powhatan, Prince George, Russell, Richmond, Staf- 
ford, Scott and Wise. <A chapter once existed in Cumber- 


land, but the registrar has no record of this. Thus it will 
be seen that there are still twenty-four counties with all 
their wonderful historical possibilities rapidly disappearing. 
For it does seem to me that superb as are the “benevolent, 
inemorial and social” features of this order, the “‘historical”’ 
far exceeds them all. The U. D. C. recognized this by 
creating the office of Historian-General, and bestowing it 
upon Mrs. J. Enders Robinson. The history of any country 
is a history of all the people of that country. No country 
(to change Emerson) is explicable by anything less than all 
its history. We need more personal records from the 
women and men of the sixties. We are a united country, 
but the Mason and Dixon line was heavily traced. Its 
location will be the pride of countless thousands years to 
come. 

Proud Virginia’s borders have been narrowed and her 
confines limited, but the glory of the achievements does not 
depend upon “Length nor width, nor height nor depth, nor 
any other creature.” There is need of hurry; so I urge 
upon the new Chapter Committee the need of speedy organi- 
zation, especially in those counties not yet reached by the 
U. D. C. influence. Many counties have two, or more, 
chapters. This is well, but, oh, for the time when every 
county shall have at least one!
